Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Report  for  1944  as  follows  :  — 
Population.

It  is  noteworthy  that  of  a  total  of  68  deaths 
1  was  over  90  years  of  age, 

12  were  between  80  and  90  years  of  age, 

22  were  between  70  and  80  years  of  age. 

This  gives  over  50%  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  as  having 
occurred  at  over  70  years  of  age. 

The  diseases  responsible  for  the  highest  number  of  deaths 
were  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  16,  Cancer  1  1  and 
Intercranial  lesions  13. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

Cases  notified  during  the  year  34.  Scarlet  Fever  26, 
Measles  1,  Diphtheria  1,  Whooping  Cough  3,  Pneumonia  1, 
Dysentery  1 ,  Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis  1 . 

Scabies  :  84  cases  were  treated  during  the  year. 

Only  one  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  and  Immunisation 
showed  improvement  and  the  Returns  to  the  Ministry  up  to  the 
end  of  the  year  gave  percentages  as  follows  : — 

Children  1 — 5  years  of  age  .  70% 

Children  over  3  years  of  age .  90%. 

These  figures  are  not  yet  as  satisfactory  as  they  should  be 
considering  the  appeals  on  the  Cinema,  by  means  of  Posters 
and  in  the  Daily  Papers,  apart  from  personal  contacts  through 
visits,  the  valuable  co-operation  of  School  Teachers  and  the 
excellent  encouragement  at  the  Welfare  Centre.

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year  but  1 4  specimens  of 
sputum  were  examined  and  all  found  negative. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

Medical  certificates  of  successful  vaccination  represented 
34  4%  of  Births  registered  in  Lymm  which  is  poor  indeed. 

Milk. 

Sixteen  samples  were  taken  during  the  year.  All  milk- 
producing  farms  in  the  District  were  inspected  and  improvements 
suggested  and  pressed  for  where  necessary,  both  constructional 
and  in  the  conduct  of  the  operations  involving  drainage,  white¬ 
washing,  thorough  swilling  of  shippon  floors,  &c.  Only  1  sample 
was  found  to  contain  Tubercle  Bacilli.  This,  as  usual,  was 
notified  to  the  County  Health  Authority  to  be  dealt  with. 
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Housing. 

During  the  year  numerous  visits  were  paid  to  defective 
property.  The  shortage  of  labour  and  material  was  still  very 
acute,  but  definite  improvement  was  effected  in  a  fair  number 
of  cases.  It  is  now  becoming  increasingly  obvious  that  some 
years  must  elapse  before  the  question  of  necessary  demolition 
can  take  place  in  solving  the  housing  problem.  There  was  also 
a  large  influx  of  evacuees  in  July  which  added  considerably  to 
an  already  difficult  state  of  affairs.

houses  in  the  District  are  provided  with  water  closets. 

(d)  Public  Cleansing — The  collection  of  domestic  waste, 

trade  waste  and  street  sweepings  is  carried  out  by 
direct  labour.
